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Report of School District — 


SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Committee of Lyndeboro: 

Herewith I submit my fourth annual report as Su- 
perintendent of your schools. 

We were fortunate this year in being able to fill the 
vacancies caused by the resignations of Miss Burke 
and Miss Draper with Normal trained teachers. Miss 
Caroline Sibley appears to have made an excellent be- 
ginning as teacher at Perham Corner while the return 
of Mrs. Herrick as a teacher in the Lyndeboro schools 
is, | am sure, welcomed by all. The rest of the teach- 
ing force remains intact and few towns can boast of a 
more efficient and progressive group of teachers. Such 
at least should be the interpretation of the results of 
the standardized tests which have recently been given 
in the schools. In native ability and knowledge ac- 
quired very largely through the instruction received in 
the schools, Lyndeboro boys and girls compare very 
favorably with those who have the advantages of 
larger school systems. The tests referred to above are 
an attempt to measure the results of teaching with the 
definite purpose in view of improving instruction. They 
are given twice a year. The first test is not only a 
measure of the child’s previous attainment but points 
out individual deficiencies which furnish a basis for 
further drill before the second test is taken. In this 
way a pupil's progress is measured and a stimulus for 
greater endeavor furnished. 

The enrollment in the schools has not changed ma- 
terially this year. The schoolhouse at South Lynde- 
boro with an enrollment of twenty-nine continues to 
house nearly one half of the children in town. ‘This 
school, however, does not appear to be unwieldy, al- 
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though the addition of several new desks has taken up 
much of the unoccupied space in the room. The new 
jacketed stove which was installed during the summer 
has not only improved the living conditions in the room 
but thas also proven a good investment for less fuel 
as required. The next improvement to be considered 
iat the school should be a new floor as the present one, 
as many know, is in very poor condition. 

The school at Johnson’s Corner was closed for a 
few weeks in the fall because of lack of a sufficient 
number of pupils to warrant its being opened. Ar- 
rangements were made with Miss Curtis to teach the 
two Lyndeboro children at her home. Later, however, 
a large family moved onto a farm near the Mont Ver- 
non line and the school was re-opened. Mont Vernon 
is now sending five children to this school, paying $3.00 
per pupil tuition. 

A slight gain was made last year in the percent of 
attendance record as a comparison of the tables for the 
past two years shows. Johnson Corner with 93.15 had 
the highest percentage. For the first sixteen weeks 
of this year Perham Corner leads with the high per- 
centage of 97.55, a notable gain over the figures last 
year. The interest of a community in its school and in 
education in general may be measured very fairly by 
the regularity in school attendance of its children. All 
of our teachers, I feel, are faithful in their duty of at- 
tempting to stimulate good attendance. The man who 
keeps his boy home to work or allows him to stay out 
of school for inconsequental reasons is placing other 
interests above that of education. Fortunately there 
are few such men in Lyndeboro. 


At the School Meeting last year a sum of money in 
addition to the regular allowance by the State Board 
of $1.00 per pupil was raised for medical inspection 
and health work. We were fortunate in securing Miss 
Christine Higgins of Wilton to carry on ‘the health work 
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begun by Miss Ellis last year. Her work has peeanil , 
characterized by vigor and a broad vision for the gen | 
eral welfare of the children. Her report in which is) 
incorporated the report of the medical ae is Wr | 
herewith appended.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

“First to be healthy, second to be happy, and third 
to be strong,” is what Frank Crane says he owes to his 
fellow men. And indeed it is what we all owe our fel- 
Jow men. 

But ARE we giving health, strength and happiness: 
to those about us, and are we making it possible, nay, 
imperative, that. the next generation shall do so 

In one school in Lyndeboro two-thirds of the total 
number enrolled is reported as having defects. In the 
same school six children have been reported for the 
same defect for two years, two for three years and two 
for four years. In another school, with one exception 
all pupils have defective teeth and four are not vac- 
cinated. 

It is a law in New Hampshire that all children must 
be vaccinated before entering school and yet every- 
where there are those who have not been so treated. 

According to a bulletin issued by the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company smallpox is spreading. Last 
year there were two epidemics in this country. Can 
anyone afford to run this risk to themselves and to 
those about them 

Many illnesses such as rheumatism, neuritis, head- 
ache, heart trouble and many others are caused by de- 
cayed teeth and yet more than half of the children in 
this district have defective teeth. 

Health we want, and health we need, and in order 
to have it, more attention must be paid to small de- 
fects, better information must be widely circulated, and 
more and more emphasis put upon health, to the ex- 
clusion of illness.
